Indians to Prez: Drop Dead! 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—Polls 
show that voters 
reservations about the choice 
confronting them on November 4. 

History says that the candidate 
who wins should turn down the job 
or make reservations for a grave. 

There is a strange and deadly 
curse that has befallen the White 
House every 20 years since the 
election of 1840. If the curse holds 
true, the man elected in 1980 will 
not survive to see 1984. 

MEANWHILE, BACK AT THE 
RESERVATION 

Curse buffs claim that the spell 
upon the presidency was first cast 
during the bloody Indian wars of 
the early 19th century. According 
to tribal legend, a powerful 
Seminole medicine man traveled by 
foot from the swamps of Georgia 
and cast the curse (along with 
several toads and newts) into the 
Rose Garden. 

This anonymous medicine man 
departed from this world shortly 
afterwards, and unfortunately for 
Carter, Reagan, and Anderson, he 
took the antidote to the curse with 
him. : 

A TERM FOR THE CURSE 
The first to fall went fast. 
William Henry Harrison (1773- 

1841) campaigned on the strength 
of his reputation as an Indian 
fighter. His ferocity in battle was 
such that the Indians dubbed him

“‘Tippicanoe,’’ or ‘She who goes 
out of his way to step on icky, 
crawly things until they squish,’’ a 
term of some opprobrium among 
the Seminoles. 

OLD COOTS IN CAHOOTS 

Elected at the age of 68, 
Harrison was the oldest candidate 
until today. This year, Ronald 
Wilson Reagan, at 69, is older. 

Harrison’s health seemed robust 
enough to get him through at least 
one term. Yet, only one month 
after the Inauguration, he passed 
away from pneumonia. Doctors 
say Harrison was hatless while 
delivering his Inaugural Address on 
an icy cold January day. 

Advisers to Reagan insist that if 
their man wins, he'll wear 
something on his head, a small dog 
perhaps, the better to keep his wig 
warm during the speech. 

NIGHT OF THE LIVING DUD 

Either Reagan, Carter, or 
Anderson will be the next executive 
to take the pipe, and we don’t 
mean the peace pipe. 

Since the announcement of the 
curse, surveys show that Americans 
will cast their ballots, not for the 
candidate of their choice, but for 
the man ‘they admire least and 
wouldn’t mind croaking in office. 
Reagan has been ahead in the polls 
ever since, though Carter is cat- 
ching up fast. 

Analysts say that this ‘‘negative 


voting bloc’’ accounts for the low 
tone of the campaign. .As the 
candidates continue to make 
themselves ridiculous—deliberate- 
ly, some say—the small, but eager 
cult of curse buffs are certain_to 
turn out on election day, even if no 
one else does. 
IN HEAVEN THERE IS 


NO BIER 
All three major candidates 
profess to be _ born-again 


Christians. Hence,. their place in 
heaven is secure, which may ac- 
count for their willingness to 
challenge the curse. What Reagan, 
Carter, and Anderson appear to be 
worried about is not the afterlife, 
but instead life after the White 
House. 

Among the candidates, Reagan 
seems to be the least worried, in 
spite of the fact he’s the oldest. 

“The Indians didn’t get me in 
the westerns,’’ said the plucky ex- 
actor, ‘‘so they won’t get me in the 
White House. Yea, though I walk 
through the Death Valley Days 
...uh, excuse me... the valley 
of the shadow of death, I shall fear 


‘no slings and arrows of outrageous 


fortune. Hmm, Nancy? How does 
that darn thing go?”’ 
THERE AIN'T NO REAGAN 
IN INDIANAPOLIS 
There are some signs that the 
candidates are more worried than 
they let on. 


Carter has yet to make use of the 
obligatory presidential season 
ticket to Washington Redskin 
football games. 

Reagan has discussed plans to 
sever relations with all West In- 
dians and Asian Indians, as well as 
the entire state of Indiana. 

Anderson cannot bring himself 
to call. the swearing-in ceremony, 
“the oath of office.’” An oath, 
explained an aide, is like a vow, 
and ‘‘to take a vow’’ means to 
swear, and swear sounds too much 
like curse. 

LET HERR.I.P. 

In spite of the curse, advisers to 
the major candidates say their man 
will do all he can to win the 
election, even if it means boring 
and irritating the voters to death. 

The voters, if the Indian curse 
holds true, are prepared to return 
the favor. 

The major difference today from 
1840 is that the man in the White 
House has his finger on the nuclear 
button and might decide to take 
everyone else with him. 

Ugh! 


Footnote: One president died in office 
without fulfilling the curse. Zachary 


Taylor, elected in 1848, died of apoplexy: 


in 1850 after eating several bowls of 
cucumbers and drinking a gallon of ice 
water (what a way to go!).
